Atticle 4. Moved that the Town authorize the Selectmen to withdraw from 
the Highway Capital Reserve Fund for new highway equipment an amount of 
money not to exceed $300.00 for the purchase of a new chain saw. Carried. 


Article 5. Moved that the Town direct the Selectmen to appoint a full time 
Road Agent for a period of one year, with an annual salary not to exceed 
$10,000.00 per year. The Road Agent's job requirements shall be set up by 
the Highway Committee. Advertisements for applicants for the Road Agent's 
job shall be placed in the local newspapers and appropriate publications, 
as well as the N. H. Town and City magazine. The Selectmen and the High- 
way Committee shall review applicants and appoint the best qualified per- 
son to become Road Agent. Amended motion carried. 


Article 6. Moved that the Town authorize the Selectmen to sell and admin- 
ister all real estate acquired by the Town through Tax Collector's deeds. 
Carried. 


Article 7. Moved that the Town authorize the Tax Collector to give 2% cash 
discount on all property and personal taxes, for the payment made within 30 
days after date of bill, and to empower the Collector to appoint a deputy 
collector. Carried. 


Article 8. Moved that the Town authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes, and for that purpose authorize the Selectmen to is- 
sue notes, and determine the amount and time of payment thereof on such 
terms and conditions as they deem to be in the best interests of the Town. 
Carried. 


Article 9. Moved that the Town transfer all funds received for rent of 
highway equipment into the Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment. 
Carried. 


Moved that the Town transfer all unexpended annual appropri- 
ations from the Fire Department appropriation into a Capital Reserve Fund 
for fire department equipment. Carried. 


Article 11. Moved that the Town order the Selectmen to place a restraining 
order on dogs in the municipal limits of the Town, pursuant to RSA Chapter 
466, Sections 29, 30. Carried. 


Article 12. Moved that the Town allow the Marlow Pre-School to use its 
present location in the Town Office Building, heat and light being provided 
by the Town. Carried.

Article 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes, and for that purpose to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to issue notes and to determine the amount and time of payment 
thereof on such terms and conditions as they deem to be in the best in- 
terests of the Town, and adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to transfer all funds received 
for rent of highway equipment into the Capital Reserve Fund for Highway 
Equipment, and adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to transfer all unexpended an- 
nual appropriations from the Fire Department appropriation into a Capital 
Reserve Fund for Fire Department Equipment, and adopt this as a permanent 
ordinance. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to order the Selectmen to place 
a restraining order on dogs in the municipal limits of the Town, pursuant 
to RSA Chapter 466, Sections 29, 30, and adopt this as a permanent ordi- 
nance. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Marlow Pre-School 
to use its present room in the Town Office Building, heat and light being 
provided by the Town, and adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men and Officers of the Fire Department Ambulance and Rescue Squad to sell 
to the highest proposed purchaser the 1964 Cadillac Ambulance, serial num- 
ber 64Z121346. All monies derived from the sale to be placed in the Mar- 

low Fire Department Ambulance and Rescue Squad managed fund. (By perition) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept a donation of a 1971 
Cadillac Ambulance, serial number 6989010218250 from the Marlow Fire De- 
partment Ambulance and Rescue Squad at no cost to the Town. Said vehicle 
is now being used to provide emergency transportation and medical services 
to the Towns of Marlow, Stoddard and Gilsum. (By petition) 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept a donation of a 1964 
Dodge type M43 4x4 truck at no cost to the Town. Said truck is now being 
used by the Fire Department as an Emergency Rescue vehicle. (By petition) 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the storage of radio- 
active materials, and dumping of radioactive waste from nuclear facilities 
within the town lines of Marlow. (By petition) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the transportation 
of radioactive materials and radioactive waste from nuclear facilities a- 
cross town lines. (By petition) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will send a message to the General Court 
urging the Court to pass legislation to prohibit Public Service Company 

or any other utility in this State from including in the rates any charges 
for facilities not able to perform and deliver services to the consumer. 
(By petition) 


Article 19. To see if the Town will adopt a resolution that the New Hamp- 
shire Housing Commission be and is authorized to operate in the Town of 
Marlow, in the State of New Hampshire, that said New Hampshire Housing Com- 
mission is authorized to sponsor a project, for elderly persons under 
Section 8 of the U.S. Housing Act of 1937 as amended, for any of the fol- 
lowing accommodations or a combination thereof: (a) existing standard 
housing 10 dwelling units; (b) substantially rehabilitated housing 10 dwel- 
ling units; (c) newly constructed housing 5 dwelling units; the total 
amount of the foregoing not to exceed 25 dwelling units. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-B 
and 43-C for Expanded Exemptions on Real Estate which provides for a res- 
ident 65 years of age up to 75, a $5,000 examption; a resident 75 years of 
age up to 80, a $10,000 exemption; a resident 80 years of age or older, a 
$20,000 exemption. Provided that the resident owns real estate individ- 
ually or jointly with another or his spouse with whom he has been living 
for at least 5 years as man and wife; said resident had a net income of 
less than $7,000 or combined income with spouse of less than $9,000; and 
owns assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, less bona fide encum- 
brances, not in excess of $50,000. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
municipal budget law. (RSA 32) 


Article 22. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell the 
Town sand truck (red International) to the highest bidder, the monies real- 
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ized from this sale to be used to purchase a surplus replacement or out- 
fit one of the present surplus trucks as a replacement. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to make the Saturday following 
Election Day the permanent day for the conducting of the annual Town 
Meeting affairs with the exception of elections. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to order the Selectmen to lay- 
out that portion of the Baine Road from the point where Town maintenance 
now ceases to a point beyond the driveway of Mr. Robert Evans with the 

clear purpose of accepting that portion of the road as a Class 5 Highway 
and making its maintenance the responsibility of the Town. (By petition) 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to impose a one-year moratorium 
on subdivision in the Town to allow the Planning Board to develop a master 
plan for the purpose of protecting the public health, safety, and welfare 
of the Town of Marlow, and to direct the Planning Board to deny all subse- 
quent applications for subdivisions other than those now pending. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to set a maximum ceiling on the 
Town tax-rate at $30.00 per thousand assessed valuation and to direct the 
Town to operate under the total revenues created by this rate. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
the amount in the Capital Reserve Fund for a Town Well and install same, 
capable of providing water to Jones Hall, the Town Garage, and the present 
location of the Civil Defense Building. Should the amount not be suffi- 
cent to cover the bid the fund to remain untouched until next town meeting. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
make applications for and to accept, on the behalf of the Town, any or all 
grants or other funds which may or hereafter be forthcoming from the 
United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any Federal, 
State or private agency. 


Article 29. To act upon any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The past year has been hectic yet underproductive for the Planning 
Board of the Town of Marlow. We have not been permitted to accomplish 
the goals that were set forth a year ago. Our attention has been devoted 
almost entirely to the many subdivision applications with which we were 
presented and to the resolution of problems arising out of applications 
acted on in earlier years. Most of the applications were handled without 
complication. We have satisfactorily resolved some of the problems. A 
previous denial of subdivision of land on Sand Pond resulted in a lawsuit 
against the Town. The case has been settled out of court by compromise 
agreeable to both the Town and the property owner. Another lawsuit a- 
gainst the Town pertaining to a subdivision on Marlow Hill hopefully will 
be resolved through sale of the entire parcel of land to a new owner. 


Due to the heavy burden of subdivision applications, we have spent 
little time working on the Master Plan which is so important to the future 
of the Town. We have no reason to believe that the upcoming year would 
allow us to spend any more time in developing a Master Plan than the past 
year has. It is for that reason we feel it necessary to request a one- 
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year moratorium on subdivision in the Town of Marlow. We would then be 
given the opportunity to spend most of our time developing the Master 
Plan which would serve as a guide in the future planning of the Town. 
With the use of such a guide in the planning process should run more 
smoothly and we would have a much sounder foundation on which to base our 
decisions. We feel it is not only our responsibility to perform the 
duties assigned to us as members of the Planning Board but to seek im- 
provements to the system that will enable us to better serve the Town and 
its present and future residents. A one-year moratorium on subdivision 
would give us the time we need to do this.

ROAD COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Road Committee met each week with the Road Agent and Selectmen 
from Town Meeting through August. Our first efforts were to construct 
a yearly schedule of projects and costs of each in line with the budget. 
The April flood and washout caused this to be revised cutting some pro- 
jects down. Many recommendations were passed on to the Selectmen, most 
of which were adopted. One of our major recommendations was to return 
to plowing with our own equipment. This mainly due to no contractors 
available. We also recommended to build snow fighting equipment on the 
10-wheel drive Army truck. We later met with the Budget Committee and 
recommended to hold the present highway budget for one year.

The Marlow Ambulance and Rescue Squad had a very busy and productive 
year in 1977. There were thirty (30) more calls than in 1976. We purchased 
a 1971 Cadillac ambulance in July to replace our 1964 ambulance at no cost to 
the taxpayers of Marlow. The cost was $5,000.00. There was a benefit auc- 
tion in Stoddard during August to help defray the cost of the replacement am- 
bulance. Many thanks to the people of Marlow, Stoddard and Gilsum who helped 
make the auction a huge success. 


A new telephone-type radio was installed in the patient compartment to 
provide a direct link between the examining attendant and the hospital. 


Two (2) emergency, reflective jackets were purchased to help identify 
attendants on a call. 


Emergency Medical Technician training was funded for an attendant. 
Two (2) new licensed attendants joined bringing our total to seven (7).

NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


December, 1977 


Dear Friends: 


Perhaps you know someone who has had a visit from the North Cheshire 
County Home Health Service. In the last year alone, our nurses traveled 
4,594 miles to make 574 visits to provide health care right in people's 
own homes. 


Our physical therapist made 158 visits and our licensed practical 
nurse made 1 visit. Our homemaker-health aid made 19 visits to assist 
with the longer-term home health care. 


Altogether that makes 752 home visits for the fiscal year 1976-1977. 


In addition to the home visits, our free Child Health Conferences 
were continued. This service provides physical examinations, immuniza- 
tions, laboratory tests and health education for low-income families. 
The dental program for pre-school children was continued this year also. 
We are cooperating with the Women, Infants and Children (W.I.C.) Food 
Supplement Program enrollment. 


In October Free Blood Pressure Clinics were started in each town. 
We plan to continue them monthly if they are well attended. 


The North Cheshire County Home Health Service was started eight years 
ago. It now serves the towns of Gilsum, Marlow, Nelson, Stoddard, Sulli- 
van and Surry. Our office is located in the Legion Building on Banks Road 
in Gilsum. 


Our staff includes two nurses, Edith Hasbrouch and Sandra Gourley, 
a physical therapist, Hilda deMoya, and a licensed practical nurse, Paul 
Rocheleau. Dr. Gilbert Fuld continues to serve as the pediatrician for 
our Child Health Conference.
